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Excerpts From History 

{Tnl-en b'r<>:n, Hialiirij of Rutland, Cavrt&V BM&tod ffsfeM) 

Rutland is a crossroads community of nearly 20 thousand 
about in the center of a wedge-shaped section of land known as 
Vermont. The Indians used it as their hunting ground. Cham- 
phun first claimed the region for France when he sailed south in 
July HiOO on the lake that bears his name. 

Rutland as a named community dates from September 7. 
17b I when Benuing Went worth, Royal Governor of New Hamp- 
shire, signed its charter in the name of King George HI. 

The town by .1774 had a population of 35 farniLies which 
included Zebulon* Meade, brother of James. Captain John Smith 
was elected lirst town clerk. 

The earliest sidewalks we're wooden planks laid on trestles 
well above the mud. There may have been stepping stones to 
help the fastidious dry shod over the worst spots but not until the 
quarries were open iu West Rutland would the marble slabs re- 
place (tic wooden planks which the new selectmen warned, "Xo 
person shall drive or ride a horse or other beast upon except to 
cross; penalty 50 cents." 

In 184-0, the decade before the railroads came, the census 
reported a population of 2,708. In the town were 16 schools and 
9©3 scholars. There were 47.3 horses, 2,5! 8 cattle, 28,332 sheep, 
1,017 swine. Wheat production was 3,708 bushels, barley 8, 
oats 15,722. rye 2,1 US), buckwheat 015, Indian corn 19,347, 
potatoes 48,103 bushels, hay 10,023 tons, sugar 51,833 pounds 
and wool 00,002 pounds. 

The era Cff franchise rivalries for railroads began in earnest in 
1845. In quick succession charters were granted 1o run a railroad 
from Rutland to Bennington; then from Rutland to Whitehall 
and later from Rutland 1o Burlington. Enthusiastic farmers, 
mechanics, business and professional men subscribed 1130,000 in 
stock to finance the road from Rutland to Bellows Falls. Business 
as one man expressed it, "began to slide down the hill" as more 
and more store owners saw the value of a location near the tracks. 

The Bank of Rutland (now the Community House) was the 
(owu's first bank. 

Rutland is said to have the oldest municipally supported 
band, it W»S first sponsored by the new city in 1893 and has 
been in cnnthiuous existence 1 ever since. Many members have 
given long and loyal service to the band. The late J. C. Cox is a 
notable example' He joined in 1809 as a young man, played 
until 1928 when he was elected direclor, and directed imtil 1050 
when he was past 80. The present manager and treasurer 
Raymond Hughes, has been with the band since 1910, and the 
director, Xapoleou lanui, has been with (he band more than 45 
years.

To the Honorable, City Council and the Citizen's of Rutland: 

We are pleased to present the School Report for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1 962. It consists of two parts, — the follow- 
ing narrative statement about the wurk of the schools, and finan- 
cial and st;u isncii] reports found near tin- end of this booklet. 
Taken together, they form the complete School Report. We 
shall do our best, within the limitations of space and the require- 
ments of the Law, to present a complete though concise report of 
the Rutland Public Schools during the past year. 

SCHOOL PLANT IMPROVEMENTS 

During this year two very important building additions 
were completed. Brief facts about these projects are as follows:

HEALTH EDUCATION AND SERVICES 

In the field of School Health and Safety, our children and 
young people have had the benefit of: 
The services of two School Nurses. 
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The services of a Dental Hygienist. 
School Lunch programs. 

The special Federally-aided School Milk Program. 
Schottl Safety Patrols. 

Policewomen at hazardous intersections (provided by the 
City Council and the Police Department.) 

Six Kindergarten Clinics sponsored by the various P.T.A.'s. 
It would be difficult to overestimate the importance of these 
health services to the school success of our boys and girls. 

In our health work we gratefully acknowledge the assistance 
of the City Health Officer, Dr. Charles D. Beale; the City Welfare 
Department; the Community Child Care Association, Inc.; the 
Family Life Foundation Cuidanee Center; the Rutland Visiting 
Nurse Association; the Vermont Association for the Blind; the 
Vermont Association for the Crippled, Inc. ; the Vermont Catholic 
Charities Inc.; the Vermont, Department of Social Welfare; the 
Vermont Department of Health, — Crippled Children's Division; 
the Vermont Public Health Nnrsing Division; the Elks Cluh; 
the Lions Club; Dr. Harry R. Ryan, Jr.: and Dr. Gordon B. 
Smith. 

INSTRUCTION AND RELATED SERVICES 

In the elementary schools we have continued to raise the 
standard of achievement. The most important single way in 
which this was done was through a successful reorganization of 
our Reading program, — a modification of the Joplin, Illinois plan, 
involving building grouping for Reading beginning in the second 
or third grade. The greatest benefit has been the challenging of 
the more able pupils; but it is quite apparent that even under the 
best program wo can devise, there will be children who should 
have remedial help in addition to the regular program. This is 
particularly time with the large n umber of pupils who come to us 
from other school systems. Under this new plan 259 pupils did 
more than the normal amount of work during the year, — 55 
doing the equivalent of a year and a half, 20 the equivalent of 
two years, and 5 pupils completed the work normally covered in 
two and one hah years! This year we have continued OUT empha- 
sis on the Language Arts, including the improvement of written 
English and creative writing abilities. Many samples of the 
creative writing of our pupils were used in the State Curriculum 
Guide "Thinking and Writing in Grades 1-S." At the invitation 
of Tom Taylor, Editor of "The tirade Teacher," sixteen of our 
teachers contributed to the section of the magazine called 
"Grade By Grade Helps," in four separate issues. The benefits 
of Special Education were received by 47 of om City boys and 
girls during the past year, as follows: 

29 at the Haven wood School for Retarded Children 
12 received Homebound instruction through tutors 
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-i at the Vermont Association for the Crippled 

1 at the Perkius School for the Blind 

1 at the Royer-Croavcs School 
The results of standard achievement tests in Reading, Arithmetic, 
and Language, show that our classes are anywhere from one 
month to one year and four months advanced over national 
averages. 

Our young people continue to enjoy excellent instruction in 
the fields "of Ait, Crafts, and Music. There have been nine sepa- 
rate Art exhibits; and much art work has been done by both 
students aud teachers for the schools and the Community, In 
uddiiiun to 1 he regular vocal music instruction we have had 
several choirs and choruses, — all participating in many special 
activities and programs. The number of pupils studying instru- 
ments has increased from 30 to S(i. 

At the Junior High School, the following items arc of interest 
this year: 

Guidance and counseling have brought good results. A 
number of potential "drop-outs" were prevented. 

Conversational French was added to the currieulum in 
( li adcs 7 and 8. 

With an additional English teacher, and smaller English 
classes, there were fewer failures in that subject. 

We have' had excellent Physical Education programs for 
both boys and girls. 

Class averages for all three grades on standard achieve- 
ment tests in Reading, Mathematics, and English sur- 
passed national averages, — even when the norms and 
for the next higher grades were used! 
The following Senior High School "briefs" will be of interest: 

The boys and girls in the Electronics classes have made a 
Schober Electric Organ, which will be a wonderful asset 
in the Auditorium. 

Cumeidum improvements this year include an "Honors" 
course in Senior English, a new Spanish I course, a new 
semester course in Advanced Biology for seniors, a new 
semester Advanced Physics course for seniors, the exten- 
sion of a semester course in Economics to a full-year 
course, and a new course in "Problems of Democracy" 
for seniors. 

The following are indications of excellent work done at the 
High School: 

Four Seniors were Serai-finalists in the National Merit 
Scholarship Qualifying Test, and nine received Letters of 
Commendation. Two Seniors received Certificates of 
Merit on the National Honor Scholarship Program. 

A Senior placed first, in the State in the French III Test 
sponsored by the National Association of French 
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Teachers; and another student placed Seal in the State 
in the Ercnch II Test Sponsored hy the sstmi' organisa- 
tion. This student also placed t hird in the New England 
States tifi the Test. 
A Senior wim second place in Vermont on the English 
tests sponsored by tile National Association ut' Teachers 
of English. 

A Seninr won first plaee in the Southwestern District on 
the University of Vermont-National Life Insurance 
Company Mathematics Examination, and eleven oilier 
Students (received Cerlilieates of Merit tor high achie\e- 
ment on i liis same Test. 

Thirty-three Juniors ranked anions I lie lop quarter in the 
State on the National Educational Development Tests. 

The first and second prizes in the District Kdmunds Essay 
Contest were won by lint land students, arid four first 
and second places in (he Vermont Poetry Contest were 
won by our students. 
This lias been an outstanding year in Adult, Education. 
There have been three distinct programs carrying the benclils of 

Adult Education to 8&0 people. The Evening Trade and Tech- 
nical School, in its ] of.h year, offered (at no local expense) a great 
variety of courses, some in conjunct ion with loeal industries, to 
417 different adults, There were 2X different, courses offered, — 
some on the technical level. The Senior High School 1 lomemaking 
Department offered two different, courses to three different 
groups, involving 51 different, adult women. A completely new 
Adult Education Program was stalled in January, 1962, offering 
eleven different adult courses with 391 persons enrolled. The 
enthusiastic response of our people is proof of the mil need for 
courses of this kind.

The conditions of our newer school buildings are, as would be 
expected, excellent. The conditions of our older buildings remain 
generally very good due to the continued interest of, and annual 
inspections by, the members of the School Board's Building 
Committee, and the excellent work of our Maintenance 
Department .

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Report Of The Librarian 

For the Year Ending 30 June 1962 

7*o the flttrmmhh'. Ciiy Caunril and Citizen,* nf Ritttetnd: 

It is with pleasure that 1 present my second annual import as. 
Director id' the "Rutland Free Lihraiy. Again the library had a 
Wry busy year, and continued to play an important role in the 
life of the community. I should like to thank the members of 
the Board of Trustees and the. library si all", both full and part- 
time, for the helpful eooperation given me during the year. 

The Mid-Vermont Artists Association held two art exhibits 
in the library auditorium during the winter. These showings 
were well attended and drew much favorable comment. It is our 
hope that art exhibits will continue to be held in the library. 

As a feature of National Library Week the library held two 
afternoon social hours, for elementary and secondary school 
teachers. About ninety teachers from Rutland and R.utland 
Town attended these affairs. We appreciate, sincerely, the hard 
work contributed by Mrs. Stinson and the other ladies on the 
Libf&ry. Board who were iu charge of refreshments. 

Circulation 

The circulation figures again showed a substantial increase 
over the previous year. There was an over-all increase of nearly 
8,000, with about '3,000 of this in the adult section and 5,000 in 
the children's department. The "shut-in" service which was 
instituted several years ago, to provide reading material for 
individuals confined to their homes, and residents of nursing and 
convalescent homes, continues to be a much appreciated part of 
t h e 1 i hr at -y ' s'se 1 ■ vi e es , 

Book Collection 

After the comprehensive weeding program of the previous 
two years, the book stock was maintained in good condition the 
past year with just the normal amount of discarding. As 2,097 
volumes were added, and 1,234 withdrawn, there was a net 
increase of 1,402 for the year. The library's book stock now 
totals nearly 50,000 vohunes, 

We are continually adding new hooks of all kinds to the 
collection, with the aim of being able to supply something to suit 
the tastes and rctpu'rements of all members of the community, 
The card catalog, that indispensable adjunct of good library 
service, is now in excellent condition, thanks to the efforts of 
Miss Alary Isbell, the professional cataloger who was appointed 
to the staff two years, ago. 
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Children's Department 

Again I should like to pay especial tribute (o the work of 
Mrs. Barbara Douglas, our Children's Librarian, whose continued 
enthusiasm and effort continues to provide Rutland children with 
library service of a high quality. Nils. Douglas' active coopera- 
tion with pawn Ik and teachers, as well as her patient assistance 
in the children themselves, can not be too highly praised. 

There were 597 new borrowers registered in the children's 
department during the year, bringing the total number of regis- 
trations to S t t2L Besides the increase of nearly live thousand in 
the circulation figures, there was an increase iu attendance al 
children's film showings, both iu the library and by outside groups, 
of almost, four thousand. Airs. Douglas continues to receive 
requests for information about her unique "Sec a film— Read a 
Book" Satm'day morning children's film program. 

Reference Service 

This is an important aspect, of the library's self vices which is 
being given increasing emphasis and is being used more all the 
time. We answer questions by telephone, mail and in person. 
Although many of the questions are of a factual nature which can 
be answered fairly quickly by the use of standard reference books, 
quite a few are concerned with complicated subjects, the answers 
to which require intensive research. 

One feature of our reference service which is heing used 
increasingly is our inter-library loan arrangement. By this 
means we can obtain, on request, books of a serious nature from 
oiher libraries both in and out of Vermont. 

Library Friends 

As usual we arc indebted to many people and organizations 
for cooperation given the library during the year. Aliss Alcry 
Moher and Miss Dorothy Hanford continued their hue work in 
teaching citizenship classes, while Airs. Elizabeth Taylor rgtin 
conducted the children's summer story hour. The Garden Club 
continued to provide many attractive floral displays and donated 
several gardening books to the library. The Friends in Council 
and the Rutland Community Concerts organization made cash 
donations, while many individuals and groups presented books to 
the library. There is an increasing tendency to donate a book in 
memory of a deceased club member, relative or Mend, and we 
feel tins is an excellent way in which to pay a memorial tribute. 

Members of the American Association of University Women 
generously donated their time to conduct the book sale held last 
summer. The Rutland Daily Herald, Radio Stations WSYB and 
WHWB, and the Paramount and Grand Theaters gave us active 
support during National Library Week. The Hardware Center, 
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Wilson Sports Equipment Company, Conway's Decorating 
Center, and several individuals provided material for library 
displays during the year. 

The Future 

The most important immediate requirement for the further 
development of library service to the citizens of Rutland is for 
the provision of increased physical facilities. The Library Board 
of Trustees is well aware of this need, and has under consideration 
plans for obtaining the necessary additional space.

I herewith submit the annual report for the year 1901-1962. 
Street Department 

This department functioned very smoothly, as usual. Mauy 
si roots— too numerous to tabulate in this report — were reshaped, 
graded and a tack coat of tar or asphalt applied. A total of 
78,668 gallons was used. 

We constructed 1 ,073 feet of curbs and 5,222-1/2 square* feet 
of sidewalks. Other sidewalks and curbs were repaired; holes 
wore patched and a great many small jobs were completed. 

Guardrails throughout the city were repaired and repainted ; 
street signs were set up and repaired and necessary repairs were 
made t o bridges. 

Three new bays for our present garage were started and wo 
hope to complete this work this year. 

During the year 83 elm trees, which were affected by Dutch 
Elm disease were removed and taken to the cit y dump and burned. 
(30 Norway maples wore planted last fall and the city-owned 
trees were sprayed in early summer. 

A four-door sedan was purchased in 1 1)6 1 ; a dump truck and 
tractor-shovel were also purchased, 

Sanitation and Waste Removal — Sewers 

The unsatisfactory condition in our Sewer Department, still 
exists. Every City Engineer in the last twenty years has advised 
that, something must bo done to carry off storm water and this 
can only be accomplished by the construction of storm sewers. 
Plans are on file in this office and w T ork will be started when we 
have the necessary funds.

Sanitation and Waste Removal — General 

This depart meet has eharge of the rare and maintenance of 
the city dump, whieh was taken eare of in the usual efficient way. 
Also, the residential streets were cleaned periodically and the 
business section was swepl and cleaned regularly. High grass 
on the roadsides was mowed and the brooks within the citj r limits 
were cleaned. The election booths and ballot boxes used at the

Our reservoir and grounds Imve been kept in spick and span 
condition. The old 5 million gallon reservoir is still kept up in 
ease of an emergency. The main reservoir is treated annually for 
algae. 
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forty-eight new house connections were made; 53 services 
rolahl and 15 repaired. This department also had I he care ami 
maintenance of hydrants, valve boxes and water meters. 

\ew chlorinating machines have heen installed on the Post 
Road in Mention whereby the 12" and Ki" lines are now chlor- 
inated separately. We have eliminated four right angle bends in 
the old line, thus gaining about 12 pounds pressure at this point. 
By manipulation of a few valves near Division Street we have 
jumped the pressure on Killington Heights from 30 to 50 pounds. 
We will gradually increase this pressure through a pressure 
reducing valve to about 40 pounds statie pressure. Thus, 
we have eliminated expensive pumps and storage tanks which 
would cost in the neighborhood of §250,000. 

The Water Department also purchased a new truck to replace 
one whieh was practically obsolete, 

Reforestation 

This program continued under the direction of the State 
Forestry Department, Selected trees have been cut and sold for 
pulp and guardrail posts. A large planting of new trees was set 
out last spring.

Engineer's office and any revision of same. We were very busy 
with street lines, grades and surveys of city-owned [and in Men- 
don, V.t, We also worked very closely with the Urban Renewal 
Agency of Rutland. 

We. did work for other departments in the city. A field 
was leveled and (he road graded and tarred at the Airport for 
the C.A.P. Work was done at White Playground and Rotary 
Field and at the municipal parking lots in the city. 

During the past fiscal year we suffered the loss of one of the 
members of the Street Department — Archangclo Valente — he is 
keenly missed by all his associates. 

At this time I wish to thank Mayor Johji J. Daley, the 
Honorable Board of Aldermen and all other city officials for their 
kind cooperation and helpful suggestions during the year.

During the year the fin' Deparlment responded to 423 fire 
alarms as follows: Telephone 313, Box Alarms 88, Automatic 
Thermostat 8. Verbal 12, Radio 2. 

This was 31 alarms less than the previous year. Of this 
number 81 were malicious false alarm*, I 10 were grass fives and 
If were needless. The fire Department responded to 12 alarms 
from the Town of Rutland, from the Town of Clarendon and 
I from the Town of Mendon. 

The Department also responded to 105 Special Service calls 
of various nature. 

There were no major fires during the year, however on May 
10, the building located at 138 Strongs Avenue was involved with 
a serious life hazard as Hi persons including six children were 
sleeping in five apartments when a fire starting in one of the 
lower apartments rapidly spread through the partitions. Quick 
rescue work by the Fixe and Police Departments prevented u 
heavy loss of 'life. Three persons were hospitalised, one with 
serious burns and two for smoke inhalation.

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The annual free Smallpox immunization program was car- 
ried out in May l!Hi2. 244 children received vaccinations. The 
clinics were set up by I he School Xurses, Mrs. McCormaek and 
Miss Burke, and Drs. Ryan, Smith and Beale did I he vaceiua- 

I inns. 

On June 20, with the full support of Mayor Daley and in 
cooperation with the State Health Xurses, School Nurses and 
the Medical and Osteopathic Associations, a Sabin, Type 1, 
Oral Polio Vaccine Clinic was held at the Rutland High School 
cafeteria. The oral vaccine, furnished by the Stale Department 
of Health, was offered to all children in the area from age 3 months 
to age years. 1509 children attended this clinic. 1242 were 
from the city of Rutland. Of these, 172 were under age 1 ; 
733 between ages 1-4; and 337 over 5 years of age. We hope to 
offer Type II and Type III Sabin vaccine in the next fiscal year. 
Our thanks to Community Child Care, Inc.. and all individuals 
who helped make this clinic the success that it was. 

In our opinion these are worthwhile projects, This depart- 
ment urges all parents who have not had their children immun- 
ized by their own physician to take advantage of these oppor- 
tunities at having it done. 

A total of 3.36 samples of water from t he city's taps were sent 
to Burlington for analysis. 10 samples showed evidence of 
contamination. This department wishes to thank the Water 
Department for then excellent control work on the Water Shed 
and at the reservoir, especially Mr. Harry Jasmin. 

Samples of water were also sent to Burlington from the 
swimming pool during its operation. At no time was if found 
necessary to close the pool due to contamination. 

Over 100 nuisance complaints were investigated by the 
department, plumbing inspect ions were made. 

Rutland City, like all cities, developes community health 
problems. A Public Health Team from your Vermont Depart- 
ment of Health including a bacteriologist, chemist, dentisl, 
engineer, health educator, public health nurse, nutritionist, physi- 
cian psychologist, sanitarian, social worker and statistician is 
available to aid your Health Officer, local doctors and other local 
citizens with such problems. 

I have taken the liberty of adding to my usual report, this 
summary <»f the many services offered bfj the Health Team 
through use of the state tax dollars, and indicate those services 
rendered to Rutland City last year to promote health in the 
community.

Ciifl of Rutland, 17. 

Gentlemen: 

The demands on the City Charity Department have shown 
ft marked increase during the 1961-62 fiscal .year. Aid in the 
form of food, clothing, fuel, and medical assistance was given 
to 205 families and 120 individuals. 

The City Farm provided food and shelter for 209 transient 
persons during the year. 

In addition to t his the City Charity Department participates 
in the program of the Vermont State Welfare Department for 
Medical Care for tlic Aged, Any recipients of Old Age Assistance 
in hospital or nursing home arc paid for by the State of Vermont. 
The program also covers payment to doctors. Of the total 
amount! paid by the State the town contributes 30%. The total 
paid by the City of Rutland toward the program during the 
past year was 113,510.92. 

The distribution of government commodities which was 
begun last year has continued and now approximately 150 
families are receiving these foods. The program is under the 
control of the Federal Government with the Overseer of each 
town or city responsible for its administration on the local level. 
We have been fortunate so far in being able to carry ou1 the 
program without hiring additional personnel, thereby keeping 
the cost of the program at a minimum. 

A new addition to the budget of the Charity Department this 
year was the percentage paid to the Slate of Vermout for their 
program for Aid to Dependent Children of which the town pays 
1/8 and for children committed to the State Welfare Department 
of which our share is 50%. These two items added §23,094.19 
to our costs for 1901-62. These charges have formerly been paid 
out of the general fund. 

The cooperation and good will of Mayor Daley, the Board of 
Aldermen, and all City Officials and employees make it a pleasure 
and a privilege to serve in the government of the City of Rutland.

Hereinafter follows the Annual Report of the office of the 
City Attorney. It is with gratitude and satisfaction that we. are 
reporting a successful year for the fiscal year 196 1-1962. 

Opinions 

We have submitted innumerable opinions when requested, as 
well as having at 1 ended every Aldcrmanic meeting and many 
Aldcrmanic committee meetings, Opinions have been rendered 
to the Airport Commission, the Mayor, Board of Aldermen, 
Aldcriuanie Committees. Assessors, Building Inspeetor, City 
Clerk and Purchasing Agent, City Treasurer, Commissioner of 
Public Works, Constable and Tax Collector, Fire Department, 
Health Officer, Overseer of the Poor, Pension Board, Police 
Department, Recreation Department, School Board, Committees 
of the School Board, Superintendent of Schools, Zoning Board 
and Zoning Adminisl rator. 

Claims and Suits 

We have initiated or helped close several tax suits; dis- 
allowed several claims; collected water rents and have 
disallowed several negligence claims brought against the City. 
We have entered appearances and answers in Rutland County 
Court, Rutland Municipal Court, Vermont Supreme Court and 
on Ihe Rutland Railway abandonment case before the interstate 
Commerce Commission, the office appeared, answered and repre- 
sented the City of Rutland at the hearings conducted in this city, 
which matter is still pending before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in Washington, D.C.. alter the submission of briefs 
to the Commission. The office has been representing the City of 
Rutland before the Civil Aeronautics Board relative to investi- 
gation of the New England Council Airport Plan for more 
economically feasible air transportation networks throughout 
New England. We attended prehearing coidereuce in Washing- 
ton on May 2, 1JH52, which were the initial stages of said case. 
Involved in these proceedings are and will be Mohawk's continued 
service to Ihe City of Rutland, 
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Ordinances 

The following is a list of the Ordinances which have been 
adopted, amended or repealed within the last fiscal year. Zoning 
Ordinance relating to mobile home and mobile home parks, streets 
and sewers under study, subdivision plots under study, housing 
and building eude under study, parking on the streets in winter 
time, fire protection, and various other ordinances. Our Charter 
revision committee has prepared a new traffic ordinance which 
should be adopted by the time the City Report is printed and 
made available. 

Charter 

Various Charter amendments are still under study and will be 
recommended to the Legislature for changes to enable the City to 
enact further ordinances relative to some of the desired changes 
and to further streamline our Charter, Recommended Charter 
amendment changes shall he submitted fo the Board and referred 
to committee for recommendation and report sometime dining 
the next few months and then referred to the legislative drafts- 
men in Montpclier for inclusion in the legislative schedule for 
1963. 

Miscellaneous 

During the fiscal year much legal work was needed for the 
acquisition of land, rights of way and easements relative to our 
sewage disposal plant, its interceptor sewer lines and force mains, 
which the City has acquired and which are present ly being used 
in the construction stages of our sewage disposal plant and 
pumping station. In the land acquisition as well as the project 
application and the many legal opinions necessary to complete 
the acquisition of such a project I would like to commend (t he 
late Commissioner Prank Rice for his able, valuable, kind 
assistance. 

Urban Renewal 

Many opinions have been submitted to the Urban Renewal 
Agency as well as the Executive Director of Urban Hcnewal and 
Aldermanic committees. Certifications and opinions have been 
forwarded to the Housing and Home Finance Agency's Regional 
Office in New York and the survey and planning application has 
been approved of. We are now in the process of completing the 
plan and finalizing the program which is to be submitted to the 
voters for their approval. The Planning Commission of the City 
of Rutland has requested various opinions, which have been 
rendered, relative to authority and duties and are successfully 
completing the comprehensive or general plan for the future 
development of the City of Rutland all meshed and in cooperation 
with the Vermont Development Department. 
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Various leases and land acquisition have been acquired by 
the City for the more efficient and economical use of the Airport 
situate in North Clarendon 

In concluding this Seventieth Annual Report for the Office 
of City Attorney I would like to congratulate the Executive and 
the Board of Aldermen, as well as all the Department Heads, 
employees of the City Government for their progress as well as 
their cooperation with this office in enabling its function to be 
facile in the fair administration of law and justice.

This twenty-seventh in the series of annual reports submitted 
to the people of Rutland City presents tabulations for the fiscal 
year 1961-1962, In the Department of Social Welfare's programs 
of assistance to the aged, blind and disabled 30% of the costs of 
hospital and physician services, as well as the excess over $73.00 
per month in inu'siug home care, arc assessed against the town of 
settlement of the recipients of such care. Participation charges 
incurred by your community during the past year for each of 
these types of care were as follows: 

Nursing Home Care, . S8,85M,2(> 

Hospitalization Services, .... 4,9.58,78 
Physician Services 710.10 

Under similar settlement provisions town participation in 
the program of Aid to Families with Dependent Children is at the 
rate of one-eighth the assistance grants while costs incurred for 
I lir caiv of < 'onimil i cd t 'liildren atv burue equally by I In- local and 
state agencies, Charges assessed against your city for the former 
amounted to $10,031.49 and for the latter $14,523,57 for the 
fiscal year just closed. 

During April, 1902 there were 310 recipients of Old Age 
Assistance, 4 recipients of Aid tri the Blind and 42 recipients of 
Aid to the Permanently and Totally Disabled residents in your 
community. Direct money payments to these persons were 
financed entirely out of state-federal funds. Among the other 
programs financed from these same sources were Services for the 
Blind, Adoption Services and the recently inaugurated Medical 
Aid for the Aged. While no town-by-town records are compiled 
for these categories their benefits were available to all qualili' d 
residents of the state.

ACTIVITIES 

Spring and Summer 

The Rutland Recreation and Parks Department operated 
six (6) City playgrounds this year: 

Dana Northwest Northeast (Schools) 

White Meadow Rotary 

Some of the highlights of the summer playgrounds were: 
Pirate Day — Gold Rush Day — Indian Mock Wars — Visits (So the 
Bi-Centcnuial Village and Chaffee Museum — Nature Hikes — 
Exchange Days, and inter-playground sports programs for boys 
and girls in Volleyball, Softball, and 1 lorseshoes. Each play- 
ground held at leas! urn i'J) Speeial Events each week. Staff 
meetings were held each Friday morning for teaching and training 
periods, 

Also conducted this year was a Tennis Program. Each day, 
during the morning, free Tenuis Lessons were provided for our 
city children, as well as adults. Three City Tennis Tournaments 
vine successfully held. The courts were in continuous use each 
tiight and on week-end.-. The need.-, for mure court* hit wry 
evident.) 

Two City Softball Leagues were organized again this year, 
the City league, with five teams, and the Recreation league (for 
men over HO years of age) with six teams. Each team averaged 
15 players, (lames were held every night of the week. An All 
Star Game was played between the players of both leagues. 

The Swimming Pool had a very successful season again this 
year, with large daily crowds. Two separate sessions for swim- 
ming lessons were held during the summer. There were several 
different classes including beginners, intermediates, swimmers- 
all free to the publk — including the instructors' course. The 
water carnival was held again aod the group performed at the 
Brandon Training School by invitation. Junior and Senior Life- 
saving, water ballet, and adult lessons were also offered to the 
public. A swimming I earn was formed this yea* and all the 
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part lei pa i, is did W well. The highlight of I he program was 
their participation in the State Meet in St. Johnabqry. On 
Saturday mornings I hroiurhoui I he summer the swimming poo 
WAS opened free to all children. An Achievement Day was held 
for those who had taken swimming lessons, in order ihnl I hey 
Could show their parents what they had accomplished. 

Our Junior League consisted of hve teams wiih an average 
of seventy-five boys taking part each day during the summer 
mouths. ,, 

Our Mity Mile baseball program lor boy- S-ll) was well 
received We Started with live loam* last year and tins year 
we added live more teams, and a new league which played its 
games at Xoi'lheasl School. The other league played al Meadow 
Street, (lames were played every morning There were bo 
bovs enrolled in this program ihroughout the summer. 

' Boys' Elementary School Softball League program was 
sponsored for all boys in 1 he public and parochial schools. 
Approximalelv 100 boys look pari in (his program playing m 
(he league everv afternoon after school. Christ ihe King Srhuo 
was the city champ. This league attracted many boys who had 
never played baseball before, 

Two new teams Were added 1o our Little League ttUS year, 

so altogether we had a total of twelve beams each carrying 

seventeen boys, There were i wo leagues: a Northern League and 
u Southern League Oiuncs were played at Rotary field, and at 
White's playground. The games Were played every [up starting 
in June and ending in late August. The Herald team beat the 
Rotarv Club in the World Series for the second year in a rOW. 

Once again the public took advantage ol our Picnic Loan 
Service. Yolleyballs. bats, balls, etc., Were loaned lo dilfereni 
rivie organisations and fraternal ehtbs, as well as individuals. 

This year also .-aw I he addition of our Block Dances (0 our 
"•rowing program. Dances were held on Wednesday evening in 
the Depot Barking Lot starting at dusk and ending at IthSO. A 
local disc jockey played the leading records of the day, as approxi- 
mately a thousand boys and girls danced, anil many adults 
looked on each Wednesday, 

A summer basketball league for high sehool boys was started 
for the first lime this summer. There were four teams and Ihe 
games were played al While's in tin- evening. This program was 
very successful. 

Fall and Winter 

Our Flag Football League was in its second year of operation. 
The league was composed of twelve learns: three bom Si Peter s 
I wo from Christ the King, one each from Immaculate Heart oi 
Mary Xorthwest, Northeast, Dana, Longfellow. Southeast and 
Lincoln, Each team had & coach, and approximately 150 boys 
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took part in I he program, (lames were played at White's play- 
ground, winch was laid out like a football Held with goal posts. 
Christ the King won the city championship by defeating North- 
west School in the first annual "Turkey Bowl." 

Baton and Cheorleading classes were in operation. There 
were two groups of cheerleaders and 1 wo (sal on classes for different 
age group*. The classes met twice a week at Rotary Field House. 
Approximately 75 girts look part in the classes. 

Tap Dancing Class again proved very popular. This activity 
met every Saturday morning and afternoon at the lieldhouse. 
About 100 boys and girls took part for a period of over six 
months, The climax of the program was a wry successful tap 
dancing recital, combined with a ehecrleading and baton demon- 
stration. 

Many people took advantage of our Dog Obedience class 
which m:is belli mi Wednesday evening at Rotary field House. 
There were classes for beginners as well as advanced dogs, 

Bridge and Art lessons were again offered and both were 
successful. (There is need however for suitable room to house 
these classes.) Bridge was held on Wednesday night and Art 
class on Monday night. 

A ten week w r eight training class was held again also. 

Our Square Dance Program is always a highpoint of our fall 
and winter program. This activity starts in September and goes 
through to the middle of May. The classes are held on the (irst 
and third Saturdays of each month. Prominent: callers from all 
over New lOngland came and called our dances. An average of 
about 90 people showed up lor the classes. On the second and 
fourth Saturdays of each month we conducted our workshops 
which were under the direction of Lou Rousseau. The workshop 
averaged between 50 and (it) people each time. 

Also conducted was OUT annual window painting for Hal- 
loween, Over St> different windows downtown iu the shopping 
area were painted by the Junior and Senior High School students. 
The paintings were very colorful. 

The big hit of tins season was our Halloween Parade, com- 
posed of thousands of marchers, six bands and five floats, a visit 
from Batman, along with a Mr. Jack O' Lantern contest. Christ 
the King School won the rotating trophy for the largest number 
of school children marching in the parade. 

There were nine teams in the adult basketball league, with 
over 100 players and coaches playing twice a week from November 
to March. This year the league doubled iu size. West Rutland 
won the League, and Palms won the Round-Robin tournament. 

The Gramma] 1 School Basketball League comprised of boys 
in the fifth and sixth grades. They played on Saturday mornings. 
This league was composed of ten teams all using college names 
and changing captains for each game. Approximately 80 boys 
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participated in the program. On Saturday afternoons the 
seventh and eighth grades look over wilh six teams all using 
professional names. There were about (10 boys in this group. 

Tree activity night was held every Thursday night from 
November through .March, for men over :if> years old. Between 
20 and oO men took part during this time for a variety of basket- 
ball, volleyball, table tennis, gymnastics and exercise. Alto- 
gether 200 dlfftsmit people took advantage of ibis program, 

A W omen's Physical fitness Class was held once a week 
with an average* of thirty or more women taking pari in a fitness 
program under the direction of Airs. Bartcnsleiu. There seems 
to be tpiite a demand for more of this type o|' program. 

A Twist Dance was held for teenagers for the benefit of the 
Vermont Association for the Crippled, contributing almost ¥200 
for this school. Various other teen dances were held throughout 
the season. 

The Santa Clans letters were mailed out io several hundred 
children', and the Recreation Department collected and dis- 
tributed toys to the needy children of ihc city at Christmas lime. 
f!40 children and 31 families were provided for. I 

The Children's Dramatic Croup was active (his year as well 
as uiir three city ice skating links, and the city Speed Skating 
Championships were held for iho second year, ' The number of 
entries was doubled. The winter carnival was held again at 
Meadow Street playground, 

_ The Recreation Department also sponsored the Senior 
Citizens with programs, trips and parties. 

Also proving very Successful was onr pre-teen progrrnu : 
dances, parties, games, and community projects were performed 
by this group. One of its big attractions was its ''Pizza Night." 
The average weekly attendance was between 75 and 125 bovs 
and girls. 

The Rotary field was loaned out to different groups for 
private affairs when available. 

This year saw the Larks become a part, of the Hecrealion 
Department and now come under nor authority. We are planning 
i" make the park attractive and to maintain it as a park. This 
includes Main Street Park and the one on Woodstock Avenue. 
This fiscal year saw some more improvement in our facilities; 
New heating unit in Meadow Street Playground. 
New Truck and plow. 
New winch on truck. 
New trash cans for park. 
Vacuum cleaner for park, 
Painting of park bandstand.

To the Honorable Cittj Cmuicil 
of the Cit )j of Ratlarot, Vermont: 

During the 1061-1962 fiscal year the East- West runway at 
our airport was resurfa< led, approach clearances on both ends were 
substantially improved, a new airplane taxi way was built to 
supplement the one already in service and a greatly extended 
airplane parking ramp was completed. In addition to these 
improvements on the so-called working part of the airport itself, 
the automobile entrance and parking facilities were improved by 
grading and resurfacing and the airplane parking facilities were 
enlarged. 

Rutland now has a modern airport which is a great credit 
to our community and a most important part of the transporta- 
tion facilities which bind our city to the world beyond. The 
usefulness and importance of the Rutland Airport cannot be 
Judged solely, by any means, by the volume of scheduled air 
transport traffic, however important, which it attracts and accom- 
modates, There is in addition to the flights into Rutland of our 
scheduled airline, Mohawk Airlines, a considerable amoimt of 
private business and pleasure air travel which adds a very signifi- 
cant amount to the Rutland area economy and income. 

Based at the Rutland Airport are the important single 
engine and twin engine taxi and charter airplane services offered 
by Rutland Airways and Rutlaud .Air Charter, Inc. Fred 
Greenwood, Rutland Airport Manager, is also the very capable 
manager and Chief Pilot for both. 

Rutland airport also offers top quality engine and air-frame 
maintenance service for all, — for visiting aircraft owners and 
operators as well as for those domiciled here. 

The original investment in the Rutland Airport, when it 
was built in 10411 by the V, S. Army Engineers, plus improve- 
ments and extensions since, now amounts to about one million 
dollars. 

On September 11, 19<il, Eastern Air Lines, which had been 
serving Rutland since 1957, retired and its service obligations 
were assumed by Mohawk Airlines pursuant to order of the Civil 
Aeronautics Board served August 31, 1961, in Docket 12,130. 
In their opinion accompanying the order the CAB said, among 
other things with respect to the transfer, that "Mohawk should be 
able to provide service to the trans!" erred points (of which Rutland 
was one) at a profit," and that "influencing our determination (to 
approve iho ( ransfor) is our conviction that Mohawk's operations 
pursuant to the transfer will, in fact, be profitable." 
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There have since been some indications that Mohawk might 
wish to discontinue its service to Rutland but no formal action to 
that end has yet heeu taken. Their reported elaim is thai 
Hut land dues tioi produce enough business to support the service. 

There is a good and well founded rule oi" long standing that 
good business follows good service. We believe this to be true in 
the air transport business as it is in others. We believe it to be 
true in Rutland as well as other places. Service to Rutland air 
travellers has not improved since Mohawk's entrance here. It 
has, on the contrary, deteriorated. This, we believe, has been the 
chief cause of lack of substantial growth in Mohawk's business 
here. Inconvenient and inadequate schedules wilt not, afract 
business. The converse will.

1 presenl herewith the 1962 annual financial report sotting 
forth (he financial position of the City of Jutland at the close of 
the fiscal year ended J nut' '40, 10(12. 

All debt service ifqiiirpmonts of the City were met promptly 
during the fiscal year ended June 30 1SN52, Serial bonds totaling; 
$200,000 were retired dining this period. Payments of 117,345.40 
were also made on the direct reduction loans of the Parking Meter 
Fund. Combined interest payments on I he bonded debt amounted 
to $03,098.00 of which interest amounting to S27,027.00 was paid 
on outstanding school construction bonds. 

Deficit Funding Bonds in the amount of %l 1 .7,000 were 
issued with the approval of the State Legislature to liquidate the 
19(50-01 deficit. For many years the City of Rutland has oper- 
ated on deficit financing because of a tax vat e limitation for general 
city purposes. In 19(51 the voters approved an amendment to 
I he city charter removing the previous limit. The State Legis- 
lature which has the sole power to grant and amend charters of 
all municipalities in the State, increased the maximum tax rate 
for General Fund purposes from $1.(50 to S3.20 on each dollar 
of the grand list. 

The Sewage Disposal Plant will be completed dining the 
summer of 19(53, The Board of Sewage Disposal Commissi oners 
is currently making a study oT sewer charges and will determine 
whether Sewage Disposal Bonds shall, in the future, be amort iiicd 
out of sewer revenues or continue as presently, out of current 
revenues. 

GENERAL FUND: General financial activities r>[ rhe city 
are recorded iu the general fund. This fund is financed by reve- 
nues from general property and poll taxes, licenses, permits, 
fines, revenues from other agencies, charges for current services, 
and other miscellaneous revenues. 

During the fiscal year ended June 30, 1962, revenues actually 
received were S8.931.53 more than budget estimates, and expendi- 
tures were §(54,080.60 less than budgeted appropriations. 

Bond proceeds were temporarily invested hi local banks 
resulting in unanticipated revenue in" the amount of $15,352.50. 
Passage of new Public Welfare acts by the (90 J Legislature 
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resulted in unanticipated jvvrnuB of SI3,2 18.70 from State grants. 
Thp unexpended appropriation balance of fl9,53S.S7 in street 
maintenance wa,s due to reduction in expenditures for spring 
maintenance following an unusually mild winter. 

The experience rating plan put into effect thin year by The 
Connecticut General Life Insurance Company resulted in a 
credit to the City of Jutland of 83,2-15.88. This, plus credits 
due because of termination of employment, left an unexpended 
balance in The Poiwion Fluid appropriation of $8,758.21. 

In preparing the budget it was estimated that the interest 
rate on the *l, 110,000.00 Bonds would be 8JS&%. The issue 
actually scld at 3.20%, The sale of bonds also eliminated the 
need for temporary borrowing and resulted in an unexpended 
appropriation balance in in f crest on debt of $4,454.29. An 
unexpended balance in The Airport, Fund appropriation resulted 
from an unanticipated state grant, of $3,7:10.00 and actual expend- 
itures 12,281.51 less than the budget estimate. 

The Budgetary Accounting system has been an importaot 
fact or in the city ending this year with a sizeable surplus because 
of the maintenance' of a control of appropriations and expendi fines. 

Due to the eon slant increase in accounts receivable it is 
suggested that the City Council establish a policy for the prompt 
collection of charges made by the various departments. 

General fund accounts are maintained on a cash basis. 
Expenses chargeable to this period and not paid as at June 30, 
were incorporated into accounts payable. The reserves for 
uncollectible accounts and taxes were determined after a review 
of the delinquent accounts as to collectibility. 

SCHOOL FUND: School districts in the State of Vermont 
are considered by statute to be separate municipal entities apart 
from the city or town in which these districts are located. The 
town or city treasurer, by virtue of his office, is also the school 
district treasurer. The gross tax levy, together with other funds 
appropriated for the use of schools, is required to be kept in a 
separate bank account. All delinquent school taxes are absorbed 
by the general fund and are carried as assets of this fund until 
such time as these taxes are collected. 

Dining the fiscal year ended June 31). 1902, revenues actually 
received exceeded budget estimates in the amount of $19,760. OS 
and expenditures were $6,523.05 less than budgeted appro- 
priations. As at June 30, there was an unappropriated surplus 
in the amount, of $24,640.1)0. 

The transfer of $34,01)1.57 to School Construction account 
was not budgeted. The expenditure of $9,781 ,78 Evening Trade 
and Adult Education was reimbursed by Grants from State of 
Vermont. 

I recommend the application of the Contingency Fund appro- 
priation as it is handled in the General Fund. 
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BOND FUNDS: Although there is no charter provision for 
the establishment of bond funds, separate funds have been main- 
tained for the recording of receipts from bond issues and the 
expenditures applicable lo each issue. 

During the fecal year ended June 30, 1902, bonds authorized 
and issued amounted to PI , i 70,000 for highway, school construc- 
tion, sewage disposal, deficit funding and sewer main extensions. 

Completed projects during the fecal year were Lincoln 
School addition. High School Shop addition, Sewer .Main Exten- 
sions, Street and Highway Construction. 

In addition to bond issues appropriated for improvements, 
the amounts received from state aid for school, highway and sew- 
age disposal plant construction are also appropriated. The 
amounts of the original bond issues were determined by reducing 
the total construction cost by the amount of state aid anticipated 
for these projects. 

Premiums and accrued interest received on bond issues were 
transferred to the General Fund because of its present liability, 
for the retirement of principal and interest from current revenue. 

The unexpended cash balance in bond funds amounted to 
$837,917.87 as at. June 30, 1902. 

TRUST AND AGENCY FUNDS: 

Pension or Retirement Funds: The cooperative retire- 
ment plan, for employees of ! lie City of Rutland, was established 
in 1 0:<8. This program is administered by a pension committee, 
the members of which are nominated by the mayor and are 
subject to confirmation or rejection by the board of aldermen. 
Tins plan is reviewed every live years by the pension committee 
and any changes are approved by the city council. The pension 
plan contract, is with the Connecticut General Life Insurance 
Company. 

The minimum pension is $0(10 per annum for those employees 
having at least lifieen years service. For those having twenty- 
one years of service or more, the minimum of $900 applies. 

Kmployees covered by both, social security and pension, 
contribute 2% of their salary. Those not covered by social 
security contribute four (4) percent of their salary with the city 
assuming its proportion of the cost of the plan. All unfunded past 
sendee, caused by the increase in tin* pension minim urns in 1948, 
is paid for hy the city. 

Unexpended Income White Fund: Savings account in- 
terest on the unexpended income of the White Fund is allowed to 
accumulate until such time as funds are needed for improving 
recreational facilities. Interest on the principal of the White 
Fund trust, of which the Rutland County Bank is trustee, is paid 
quarterly to the city for improvement of recreational facilities. 
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Sewage Disposal Plan Preparation Account-. The sewage 
disposal plan preparation uecouiil of SHKl «> established upon « 
requirement of the federal government in ordrr that the eily 
might reeeive funds for a preliminary sewage disposal survey 
This ammut was clotted out subsequent to I he issuance of the 
sewage disposal bonds. 

Reforestation Funds: The reforestation fund was estab- 
lished at the December 29, 185Q meeting of the board of alder- 
men. The establishment of this fund resulted from bids received 
on the timber on the water shed which was blown down by a 
storm. The provisions of this fund are as follows: ''The money 
derived from sale of such limber i- to be 'frozen' and used only 
for reforestation of the water shed," 

Due to Other Governmental Units: Receipts from the 
collection of old age assistance taxes, levied fay the State of Ver- 
mont by statutory authority, are deposited and remitted to the 
state when due. 

Gross payroll expenditures are charged to the various depart- 
ments and these, amounts are deposited in a payroll fund. From 
Ibis fund, dishursemotiis are made to employees and lo various 
governmental agencies and others for whom funds are withheld. 

WATER UTILITY FUND : The Water Fund was eatftb- 
lished lo account for (lie activities of the Water Department on a 

public utility bass. 

Water bonds payable, even though they are general obliga- 
tion bonds for which the eredii of the City of Rutland Was 
pledged, have been assigned to the Water Fund. 

Accounts Receivable is presently more than 13% of this 
year's total fjperatitig revenue. More stringent collection pro- 
cedures on past due water rents and merchandising and jobbing 
accounts would reduce this considerably. 

tin an accrual basis, net income earned during the year was 
125,655.67. There was I rausferred from water fund surplus the 
amount of $3,0fi|.l5, to (lie General Fund for general municipal 

purposes. 

AIRPORT FUND: The Airport Fund was established lo 
account for all activities of I he cily's municipal airport. 

The Rutland Airport was originally constructed in 1942 by 
(he federal government after the City bad acquired the laud. 
The contract let by the federal government for construction 
amounlcd To $514,845.00. Since 1942, extensive improvements 
and enlargements have been made to I he original airport. 

Bond Retirements amounlcd to 35,000.00 during the fiscal 

year. 

It will he noted that the municipality's equity invested in 
Fixed Assets indicates a deficit amount. This situation exists 
because cumulative depreciat inn charges on the Fnterprisc Want 
ID Service have been reflected in the municipal equity with the 
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i it ants from the State of Vermont and the United States Govern- 
ment remaining at the original donation amount. 

The reserve for Airpori Construction account was reduced 
from a beginning balance of $15,741.52 lo I lie ending balance of 
125.14. Governmental grants totaled 859,460.00 during the year 
and Airport Construction Costs anion n vd to $89, 593. 38. 

PARKING METER FUND: The Parking Meter Fund was 
established to account for all activities of the City's parking 
system. Operation of all municipal parking systems in the State 
of Vermont are governed by the provisions of Title 24, Vermont 
Statutes Annotated.
